Wildwood project 
considering grade 
reconfigurations

WILMINGTON — On 
Wednesday, May 31, a joint 
meeting was held between 
the Finance Committee, 
Select Board, School Com- 
mittee, and the Wildwood 
School Building committee 
to discuss new grade con- 
figurations to be explored. 

Superintendent Dr. Glenn 
Brand opened by remind- 
ing the audience that the 
school district submitted 
statements of interests for 
all six elementary schools 
to the MSBA and indicated 
interest in school consoli- 
dation. The grade configu- 
rations presented to the 
MSBA as part of this pro- 
cess were pre-kindergar- 
ten and kindergarten, pre- 
k through 8rd grade, and 
pre-k through 5th grade. 

He went on to explain 
that through discussion 
with Dore & Whittier, the 
architectural firm for the 
project, and SMMA, the 
OPM, they identified the 
need to explore modifica- 
tion. They determined the 
capacity in the middle and 
high schools to be larger 
than the current enroll- 
ment. With that in mind, 
they would like to consider 
with this MSBA project the 
ability to move 8th grade 
into the high school, send 
5th grade to the middle 
school, and create a new 
or renovated pre-k-grade 4 
school. 

Though there may be 
room at the secondary level 
schools for more grades, he 
said that this doesn’t neces- 
sarily mean that it is ap- 
propriate to move the 
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grades up. 

“They’re completely dif- 
ferent programs... We don’t 
know whether the commu- 
nity at large would want or 
support it,” he continued. 

Representatives from 
Dore & Whittier shared 
that Wilmington moved in- 
to the feasibility study mod- 
ule of the engagement. with 
the MSBA. They wanted to 
add two new design enroll- 
ment options into the stu- 
dy: pre-k through grade 4 
either on the north side of 
town or across the whole 
town. 

They also recognized that 
the option of pre-k through 
3rd grade wouldn’t address 
all the district’s needs in 
terms of capacity issues 
and reducing transitions 
for students. 

A district-wide pre-k 
through grade 4 school 
could address all of the 
town’s needs with six ele- 
mentary schools with one 
project. However, in order 
to expand the options con- 
sidered in the project, they 
needed to go back to the 
MSBA for approval, which 
may delay the project up 
to six months while the 
phase reverts back to eligi- 
bility. 

Brand described that the 
town could do nothing with 
this recommendation and 
continue on course, or go 
back to the MSBA with a 
signed document about 
reconsideration by the end 
of the month so that the 
MSBA can vote on the 
changes in October. 

Town Manager Jeff Hull 
shared his support for the 
recommendation in order 
to say that they looked at 
opportunities to better use 
existing space and evalu- 
ated all options. 

School Committee mem- 
ber M. J. Byrnes said that 
she was hesitant to consid- 
er pre-k through grade 4 
as a consolidation option 
due to the wide range of 
ages that would be in the

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Reading advisory board 
considers future of 
Symonds Way land 


By PATRICK BLAIS 


With the Select Board re- 
cently voting to expand the 
group’s study area to in- 
clude land by Reading’s 
Burbank Ice Arena and a 
nearby baseball field, an ad- 
visory committee can now 
consider almost endless re- 
development possibilities for 
a sprawling mix of munici- 
pal land parcels by the Lyn- 
nfield line. 

With the potential con- 


struction of an indoor ath- 
letic complex with a second 
sheet of ice, a dog park, a 
new senior/community cen- 
ter, a handful of new pickle- 
ball courts, and outdoor 
athletic fields all on the 
table, the most difficult mis- 
sion facing the seven-mem- 
ber Symonds Way 
Exploratory | Committee 
(SWEC) just might be nar- 
rowing down those project 
options. 

Originally limited to ex- 


ploring the use of just five- 
acres of land on the opposite 
side of Symonds Way, a 
dead-end road off of Haver- 
hill Street, SWEC members 
are already eager to begin 
narrowing down those de- 
velopment alternatives. 
“Looking at that entire 
area is a really good idea, 
but if we’re charged to ex- 


pand this [study area], I’d 


like to see a map [identify- 
ing all nearby wetlands and 
identifying realistic spaces

for .developments],” said 
SWEC member Nancy 
Twomey during a meeting 
late last month, or several 
weeks before the Select 
Board agreed to expand the 
group’s charge. 

“We could benefit from 
discussing as a committee 
what components we want 
to fit on there. Somehow, we 
need to put some shape 
around what we’re asking 
for,” agreed SWEC member 
and Community Planning 
and Development Commis- 
sion member Heather Clish. 


A lot of unknowns 

Surrounded by wetlands, 
including a series of vernal 
pools and marshes that 
eventually discharge into 
what’s known as. Cedar 
Swamp, the land surround- 
ing the Burbank Arena and 
Symonds Field sits within 
somewhat close proximity 
to the National Guard’s old 
Camp Curtis Reservation. 
The Reading Rifle Club, 
which still uses a firing 
range in the area, has also 
existed in the area since the 
1940s and retains easement 
rights on a portion of the 
town’s varied land holdings 
in the region. 

Back in 2019, Town Meet- 
ing members accepted a 
proposal by Reading’s Zanni 
family, which owned a local 
contracting and excavation 
company, to purchase 25- 
acres of land by the ice rink 
for $750,000. 

The parcel, which strad- 
dles both sides Symonds 
Way and was long used as a 
storage yard for construc- 
tion debris, was then largely 
ignored until the fall of 2022, 
when SWEC was formed to 
figure out how the commu- 
nity should use the land. 
However, because most of 
the space is riddled with 
wetlands, the group until 
just months ago was almost 
singularly focused on a 16- 
acre section of the land that 
sat across the street from 
the skating facility. 

Back in January, engi- 
neers from town consulting 
firm Weston & Sampson ex- 
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plained that due to a 
combination of difficult to- 
pography, potential environ- 
mental contamination, and 
wetlands and easement 
rights, the actual size of the 
developable space is limited 
to just 2.5 acres. 

In fact, during that early 
SWEC meeting, Weston & 
Sampson official James 
Pearson warned the town to 
be very careful about wan- 
dering too far outside of that 
identified 2.5-acre space, as 
there is reason to believe the 
site is polluted by an un- 
known contaminant. 

“We haven’t taken it to 
the next level yet because 
we don’t want to put the 
town on the hook,” said 
Pearson. “If you find and 
confirm hazardous materi- 
als you can’t walk away

Though 
the complex was decommis- 
sioned in 1963 - the ice arena 
and baseball field sits on a 
portion of that old defense 
installation - the engineer- 
ing firm in a Sept. 23 report 
did warn that some related

Let's get this upfront: "Spider-Man: Into 
the Spider-Verse" was the best comic-book 
film of the last decade. 

With an animation blizzard blown 
straight in from the pages of comics, "Into 
the Spider-Verse" took a supercollider to 
all the conventions of the superhero movie. 
Solemnity was out. Gone, too, was the idea 
of a chosen one. Spider-Man could be any- 
one, including a graffiti-tagging kid from 


Brooklyn, including a pig named Spider- : 


Ham. The possibilities of the comic book 
movie were suddenly limitless. With Post 
Malone and Swae Lee's "Sunflower" 
thumping, the vibes were, as they say, im- 
maculate. 

So a lot to live up to. Yet five years later, 
the Spider-verse is still expanding in 
thrilling ways. "Spider-Man: Across the 
Spider-Verse" is the rare sequel that daz- 


zles as much as the original did. It's some- . 


thing to behold. Colors drip, invert and 
splatter in a shimmering pop-art swirl. 

If "Into the Spider-Verse" reveled in the 
head-spinning collision of universes, 
"Across the Spider-Verse" turns the multi- 
verse blender up a notch, or 10. Worlds 
bump into each other like shoppers in a

crowded bodega. Spider-Men and Spider- 
Women tumble forth like unloaded clown 
cars. In this frenetic, freewheeling thing 
that dares you keep up with its web-sling- 
ing pace, the sheer muchness of what's in 
the frame can be almost overwhelming. 

But despite all that's going on, "Across 
the Spider-Verse" is remarkably grounded 
as a coming-of-age tale. The masterful 
flair of writers-producers Phil Lord and 
Christopher Miller, who penned the script 
with David Callaham, lies in how they det- 
onate convention and then assemble the 
leftover, splintered shards to build some- 
thing deceptively sweet and simple. 

The directing team has been entirely 
swapped out. Joaquim Dos Santos, Kemp 
Powers and Justin K. Thompson take the 
reins in this second chapter, which finds 
Miles Morales (voiced by Shameik Moore) 
now a 15-year-old with a better handle on 
his crime-fighting powers. He's less adept, 
though, at communicating with his par- 
ents, Jefferson (Brian Tyree Henry) and 
Rio (Luna Lauren Vélez), who still don't 
know their son's secret identity and are 
growing increasingly concerned about his 
strange behavior. 

Similar issues bedevil Gwen Stacy 


(Hailee Steinfeld), who by revealing to her- 


police captain father (Shea Whigham) that

When Miles and Gwen,

Company officials also reported 
stumbling across a bunch of construc- 
tion debris, including pre-cast concrete 
drainage structures and several junk 
cars, while conducting a walk-through 
of the 16-acre parcel. 

“The Site is not listed as a regulated 
site under the Massachusetts Contin- 
gency Plan (MCP); however, Mass- 
DEP and other environmental reports 
indicate that contaminants have been 
detected in soil and/or groundwater at 
similar former Nike missile facilities,” 
the engineering firm explained in a 
Sept. 23, 2022 memo to Reading Town 
Manager Fidel Maltez. 


Study area expansion 

At first trying to live within those 
limitations, SWEC members  circu- 
lated a survey to town residents to see 
what the public would like to become 
of the site. 

However, when reviewing those 
questionnaire results in March, SWEC 
officials began pushing to expand the 
study scope to include other spaces, 


such as the nearby baseball field, the 
Burbank Ice Rink’s rear parking lot, 
and other nearby town-owned conser- 
vation and parkland areas. 

Per that survey data, which at the 
time included responses from more 
than 1,600 residents, a majority of peo- 
ple want to see either new outdoor ath- 
letic fields or an indoor recreational 
facility placed on the site. Passive 
green-space or the construction of a 
second indoor ice rink also ranked 
quite high on the preference scale, 
while a potential affordable housing, 
senior center, or dog park enjoy far 
less support. 

Last month, during a Select Board 
meeting in Town Hall, Reading Con- 
servation Agent Chuck Tirone identi- 
fied at least three-acres of dry land by 
the baseball field, as well as a reten- 
tion pond by the ice arena, that could 
be included in SWEC’s study area. 

According to Tirone, the three-acres 
of land he identified could be accessed 
in two ways. Under the most costly op- 
tion, a 200-foot long walkway - includ- 
ing a bridge over the wetlands - could 
be constructed entirely within the 
Zanni holding’s borders. 


A cheaper but more complicated 
process would involve a so-called Arti- 


cle 97 land swap, whereby the state — 
Legislature would be asked to remove _— 


a constitutionally-protected parkland ~~ 


label from a small sliver of conserva- 
tion land where a shorter 50-foot ac- — 


cess road could be constructed to the 


dry area. In exchange, Reading would 


have to identify a similarly-sized par- 


cel to swap out and designate as a pro- 


tected Article 97 property. 


Town Meeting and the Conserva- 


tion Commission would also have en- 
dorse the Article 97 swap before the 
Home Rule petition could be consid- 
ered by state politicians. 

Though the site is not a favored lo- 
cation for a new senior center, Select 
Board member Mark Dockser has in- 
sisted that SWEC entertain that use 
under its new expanded charge. 

Though that concept has met resist- 
ance from other Select Board mem- 
bers like Chris Haley, who says the 
town land is situated too close to the 
rifle range to be considered as a viable 
option for senior programming, SWEC 
has agreed to seriously ‘consider the 
alternative.

Harnden Tavern to celebrate anniversary Sunday

Where once grog had 
flowed and music played 
could have been condos 
but for the actions of a few 
Wilmington residents. 

50 years ago, the Wil- 
mington Town Meeting 
voted to take the Harnden 
Tavern for purposes of his- 
torical preservation. 

This Sunday afternoon, 
June 11, 2023 from 2 to 4 
p.m., the town will cele- 
brate the taking of the tav- 
ern, one half-century ago. 

A developer had pur- 
chased the property in 1972 
following the death of the 
previous owner, Dr. Char- 
les Rounds. Seeking to build 
condos, the developer at 
one point took out a demo- 
lition permit for the tav- 
ern. He intended to use the 
possibility of demolition as 
a bargaining chip to block 
opposition to the condos. 

But his plan backfired. 
The Town Meeting action 
stopped him cold, taking 
the tavern by eminent do- 
main. What is curious about 


this is that the taking itself 
is historic, one of if not the 
first use of a new 1972 state 
law. (See story, May 23 
Town Crier, online at www. 
HomeNewsHere.com) 

The Georgian-style house 
was built in 1770 by Jacob 
Jones. There is reference 
on a 1772 deed for “Jones’ 
new house.” A year later, it 
became the home of Joshua 
and Sarah (Cornell) and 
their three children. Three 
more were born at their 
new home. 

The Harnden family had 
been in the area for over 
100 years. Long before Wil- 
mington was _ established, 
Richard Harnden had set- 
tled in northwest Reading, 
about a mile north of the 
Ipswich River. That site be- 
came part of the new town 
of Wilmington in 1730. 

Joshua, John, Joseph and 
Benjamin Harnden were 
the sons of John and Mary 
Harnden. The family had 
lost four children in an epi- 
demic in 1737. Only Joseph, 
an infant, had survived. 
Two new sons, John, born 


Y 


in 1738, and Joshua, 1740, 
were given the names of 
their deceased brothers. 
Benjamin was born in 1741. 

These four Harnden 
brothers all fought at 
Concord on April 19, 1775, 
two as Minutemen, two in 
the militia company. All four 
had been in Wilmington’s 


"militia company. On March 


9, 1775, John and Benjamin 
were selected to serve as 
Minutemen. On April 18, 
they marched in the Min- 
uteman. company led by 
Capt. Cadwallader Ford. 
John Harnden was the lieu- 
tenant; he became captain 
after the action at Concord. 
Joshua and Joseph Harn- 
den were both in the mili- 
tia company led by Capt. 
Timothy Walker. Joshua 
was the company ser- 
geant. He later held lead- 
ership roles in various 
militia units during 1776. 
He eventually became a 
colonel in the militia. 
Joseph Harnden died of 
illness on Christmas Eve, 
1775 while serving at the 
star fort in Cambridge. 


> 


It was in 1795 that the 
Harnden home became a 
tavern. Col. Harnden made 
some changes. In her book- 
let, Harnden Tavern Tales, 
Alice Hathaway Dillaway 
wrote that the eastern front 
parlor was used as the “or- 
dinary,” where Col. Harn- 
den served grog and meals. 
Mrs. Dillaway told of a leg- 
end that the fire in the 
hearth was never allowed to 
go out in 30 years. Travelers 
would be attracted by the 
warm glow in the windows. 

Joseph Harnden became 
the resident fiddler in the 
tavern. He was probably 
the son of Joseph Harnden, 
who died in 1774. Entertain- 
ment and dancing would 
take place in the west bed- 
room on the second floor. 

Col. Joshua Harnden died 
in 1807. The tavern would 
remain in the family until 
the death of his widow 
Sarah in 1816. It would then 
be sold to Dr. Silas Brown 
in 1818. It remained in his 
family for 125 years.

Same school together. She 
also said it could be hard 
to find space for the ap- 
propriate size building 
and outdoor space requir- 
ed. 

“Dore & Whittier replied 
that they didn’t have an- 
swers on where it would 
fit yet; they merely want- 
ed to explore it through 
their process.
